to stay 
at seven

Crawford County will continue to be 
served by a board of seven county commis- 
sloners. 

The Crawford County Apportionment 
Committee agreed to maintain seven coun- 
ty commissioner districts following a pub- 
lic hearing on May 18. 

Crawford County/Clerk Register of 
Deeds Sandra Moore, Crawford County 
Treasurer Joe Wakeley, Crawford County 
Prosecutor Everrette “Trey” Ayers, Carol 
Raybuck and Kevin Tomzack serve on the 
the apportionment committee. Raybuck 
represents the Republican party on the 
committee, while Tomzack represents the 
Democrats. 

The current County Board — of 
Commissions asked the committee to 
investigate a five-member board of com- 
missioners, which would have cut down on 
costs as the county continues to struggle 
with tight budgets. Eliminating two com- 
missioners would have saved between 
$20,000 and $50,000, depending on the per 
diems and fringe benefits the respective 
county commissioners receive, said Paul 
Compo, the Crawtord County 
Administrator, 

Guidelines the committee has to follow 
for the districts included: the districts had 
to include a single member with as nearly 
an equal amount of population as possible; 
the districts had to be contiguous; the dis- 
tricts had to have compact boundaries and 
be as square as possible; no township could 
be combined with a city unless required to 
meet population standards; townships, 
cities and villages could only be divided to 
meet population standards; precincts could 
not be divided only if necessary to meet 
population standards; state insutution resi- 
dents could not be considered; and districts 
could not be drawn to effect partisan politi- 
cal advantages. 

Moore said one of the shortfalls with the 
five-member district is that all commission- 
ers would have represented Grayling 
Charter Township. The five-member board 
would also have meant cach commissioner 
would serve about 3,000 constituents, while 
the seven-district plan offers representation 
to all areas of the county and just over 
2,000 citizens each, 

In addition, Moore said a quorum of the 
board would constitute three members,

Logging sled returns to museum 
as part of Memorial Day weekend

An 1880's logging sled returned to the 
Crawford County Historical Museum for 
the start of the tourtsm season. 

The logging sled, which was dismantled 
and removed from the historical museum 
property by member of the Grayling 
Firefighter's Association in 2007, returned 
on Saturday. Joe Duran, the building and 
zoning director for Crawford County, and 
others volunteered their time to rebuild and 
refurbish the sled. 

The sled was christened with a toast of 
sparkling pineapple juice after it was 
unloaded and assembled by Duran, his son 
Michael Duran, members of the AuSable 
Fraternal Order of Police Lodge #189 and 
members of the Crawford County 
Historical Socicty’s Board of Directors. 

“It’s a wonderful addition to have back at 
(he museum and we appreciate Joe, who 
did such a wonderful job,” said Ginger 
Lyons, a museum volunteer, 

In 1988, police officers Tim Coe and 
Robert Butzin were engaged in a dive team 
practice exercise when they found the log- 
ging sled. 

Coe cleared about a square foot of sand 
away from the submerged object and con- 
firmed it was a sted by feeling the runners 
underneath. He marked the area with a sub- 
merged buoy, recorded coordinates of the

The TENCON Health 
Plan, made — available 
through District’ Health 
Department #10, continues 
to have money to refund 


part of the premium cost of 


drug prescriptions for peo- 
ple who are eligible or cur- 
rently enrolled in Heath 
Insurance Program — for 
Michigan (HIP Michigan). 


HIP. Michigan is. part. of . 


the Affordable Care Act 
signed into law in 2010. it 
provides affordable health 
care coverage to Michigan 
residents who have been 
uninsured for stx months 
and have an cligible pre- 
existing condition. 

Only 245 people 
statewide have signed up 
for Michigan’s high-risk 
pool. Cost has been a barri- 
er so the state will make 
two less expensive opuons 
available, beginning May 
I. 

The two new plans will 
have lowered premiums, 
compared to the current 
plan, but higher deductibles 
for the same coverage. The 
current plan has a $1,000 
deductible. The two new 
plans will have $2,500 and 
$3,500 deductibles. 

“This raight be helpful 
for low income uninsured 
people who cannot come 
up with the money to pay 
the premium,” said Bruce 
Miller, executive director 
of TENCON Health Plan. 
“The lower premium of the 
new option coupled to the 
premium refund offered by 
TENCON could bring the 


cost within reach of low 
income people.”

The Grayling Rotary 
Club last week approved a 
donation to help Hanson 
Hills build a second-dise 
golf course that will be cas- 
ier to navigate and help oth- 
ers gain a grasp for the

The Grayling Rotary 
Club agreed to give the 
Grayling Recreation 
Authority (GRA), which 
maniges and operates the 


Hanson Hills Recreation 
Area, $2,000 to buy disc 
golf baskets. The total 


amount needed to create a 
nine-hole course — was 
$3,000, so the donation 
made it possible as the 
GRA deals with a tight bud- 
pel, 

The course will be known 
as the Grayling Rotary Club 
Pine Knoll Disc Golf 
Course. The name refers to 
a former campground that 
was located on the property. 

The course will be laid 
out on flat land where the 
former Crawford AuSable 
Soccer Association fields 
were located. The aim is to 
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provide a dise golf course 
accessible to the disabled, 
youth and new players, said 
Andy Moore, a Grayling 
Rotary Club member who 
has helped spearhead the 
development of disc golf 
courses at Hanson Hills.

no GPS units at the time, Over the course of sever- 
al dives, the officers and 
the Crawford County 
Sheriff’s | Department’s 
Dive Team were able to 
uncover the sled. With per-
